WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 
Some Striking Results. -\ 
Tho Paris correspondent of the 
“Standard” reports:—The French cruiser 
République reports from Tangier that 
yesord results have been obtained in 
wireless tranamission of messages over a 
aixed land and goa distance. On Joaving 


Toulon, the République first wont ‘to}~ 


Ainecio, choosing this port-ns-oxceptionally 
difficult from being almost landlocked and 
surrounded by ‘high’mountains. Neyer- 
theless, the eruisey communicated casily 
and regularly. with tho Jules-Ferry in 
Toulon .harbour. Putting out to sen 
and gradnally increasing her distance 


‘she, nevertheless, kept in uninterrupted 


telegraphi: touch with the Jules-Ferry, 
and till ‘yesterday moming she oxchanged 
mersages across 70 kilometres, or about 
464} miles, or more than twice the distance 
eovered up to now. From the Gulf ‘of 
Juan sho has also communicated with the 
Eiffel Towor over a land distance of 80 

kilométres, or 497 miles. Being sceptical 
of having attained this result, the operators 
asked the Eiffel Tower for confirmn- 
tion by wire, which they havo since re- 
coved, Up to now tho Frengh shipx in 
Moorish waters have beon able to take 
messages fron the Fidel Tower, but not 
to send them back. However, it is proved 
that it is feasible to communicate without 
wire over 600 miles of country and 1,000 
miles of water. This is due to the now 
instrumehts invented by the French naval 
ofticors, MM. Forrier, Tissot, and Geance, 
This invention allows of perfect immunity 
from interception, ‘and marks ono moro 
new departure in this branch of sciontific 
discovery.

An Interesting Career. 

Tho ‘Jupan*Herald” writes as follows 
regarding the death of Mr Louis Dowette, 

When the news beemne kiown on 
Snéurday evening Dec, 7) of the death 
of Mr: Louis Dewette, éno of the pro- 
prietors of the Oriental Painee Hotel, 
umiversal regret was felt, and the sympathy 
exprossod testifiel to the respect in which 
the deceased was held umong the' forsign 
residents of Yokohnina, The active life 
of Mr Dewetto was lsrgely spent in 
Japan, Born’ in (1847 at Ollignies, 
Belgium, hie was on his arrival in Tokyo 
appointed Master ‘of “Ceremonies to the 
Imperial Housshold in Tokyu. «After a 
time he hecame identified with the Club |- 
Hotel in Yokohama and tho branch which 
was known as the Hotel Metropole in 
Tokyo. With My Muraonr he founded’ in 
1896 the Oriental . Hotel in Yokohama, 
Owing to the great attention given by Mr 
Dewette in starting and the surecoss achioy- 
ed in filly establishing the Oriental Hotel: 
he took a trip home in 1898, intending to 
obtain rest, hut be was rdcallod owing to 
the destruction. hy firo tle sume yoar of 
the Hotol premisos. The twa proprietors, 
undannted by the fire, again erected on the 
sumo site on the Bund the building now 
known as the Oriental Palace Hotel, 
and it was largely the personal un- 
swerving attention of Mr Dowotte that 
made the Hotel so successful, The Inte 
Mr Dowotte snecoeded by his unfailing 
courtesy, tact, and experionce, dovoting 
himself wholly to the success of his buai- 
ness. It was his pride, and will over boa 
fitting memorial to his later years. For 
three months he has been seriously ill 
suffering from asthma, death, due to heart 
failure, taking place on Saturday evening 
at the Yokohama General Hospital. Mr 
Dewette, who was 60 years of ago, leaves a 
wilow, ono son {the head of the firm of 
Dewette & Co.), and a daughter, to whom 
tho sympathy of many: friends will be 
extended in their berenvemont. . 

The funeral service was to take ‘place 
to-day at 2.30 nt the Church of the Sacred 
Heart, on the Bluff.

If sympa- 
thises, however, with his contemptuous 
reference to persons who attach tlie oppra- 
Urious term “‘jingo” td those who desire, 
tostrongtheri the national defences... Such 
A strenuous man as Fresident Roosevelt 
the Standard" proceeds, must-feel some 


impationco at the fact that America has| 


no enomy to defeat. With pence reigning 
all over the world, there dre few chances 


-|to stimulate the courage and patriotism 


of the nation. It is consequently very 
likely that tho valour and apirit of 
the nation may decline. That tho Pro- 
sident appeciates this consideration may 
be indicated Ly the stress which he is 
now laying on national defence. As far 
ag foreign poliey is concortied, the President 
suid nothing provocative, and he displayed 
particular friendliness toward Japan. To 
conclusion, the “Standard” while admitting 
that it goes without saying that the Pacific 
and Atlantic coasts must be treated on an 
equalityinnaval matters, again asks why 
tho President insists on the development 
of the country’s military arrangements at 
this particular timo.- The messago adds 
that the paper hints that the military.and 
naval expansion is directed againgt Japan.
